The Aeronaut Who isto Cross the Atlantic 
in a Balloon.

PARIS, July 23.—Prof. Jovis, the aeronaut, 
who, together with Guy de Maupassant, the 
novelist, made a successful bailoon trip to 
Holland from Paris last week, is busy perfect- 
ing his arrangements for a more extended 
aerial Voyage across the Atlantic in October. 
This enterprise is under the managementof the 
French National Society of Aeronauts. The 
Government has taken an active interest in the 
matter. I saw Jovis this morning at the soci- 
ety’s rooms. He is a small, black- 
bearded, beetle-browed Frenchman, who 
talks with more than usual volubil- 
ity.

THE BORDER RAILWAY CONTROVERSY. 
OTTAWA, Ontario, July 26.—The Dominion 
Government contemplates following up the 
disallowance of the Red River Valley Railway 
charter by issuing an injunction to testrain 
the contractors from laying down the line 
upon lands on the route owned by the Govern- 


ment. It is stated that should 
the officers of the law be ro- 
sisted the militia will be called out. 


Sir John will exhaust all the resources of 
political, financial and legal strategy to carry 
his point, but it is hardly conceivable that 
when all these fail he will be insane enough 
to resort to force. He will certainly get no 
militia from Ontario to fight against Manitoba

MINISTER FOSTER’S CRUISE. 

Mr. Foster, Minister of Marine and Fisheries 
has returned from the lower provinces, where 
he spent a month on board the cruiser Acadia, 
engaged in the fisheries protection service, 
Speaking of his thousand-mile cruise he said: 
The American fishermen this season have 
carefully observed the regulations prohibiting 
them from entering the three-mile limit, but 
their catches have been very light. At this 
rate they can’t profitably continue operations 
much longer. The failure of fisheries on their 
own coast this season has not improved mat- 
ters, and they are now dependent on us. The 
American fleetin Canadian waters just now 
exceeds 120 sail vessels. A noticeable thing is 
the largely increased number of mackerel 
seiners fitted out this season by Canadians, 
who in all cases are enjoying prosperity. The 
fishing around Prince Edward Island being 
largely in-shore they eave great advantage 
over the Americans. The lobster fishing on 
the north shore of New Brunswick and in 
parts of Prince Edward Island bas proved a 
failure, and many fishermen have pulled up 
their traps and gone into the mackerel! busi- 
ness. The lobster catching has been over- 
done and stringent measures will have to be 
adopted to prevent the entire destruction of 
this crustacean. 

PROF. GOLDWIN SMITH.

QUICKEST ON RECORD. 


JOHN O’DAY FIGURES AS DEFENDANT IN A 
DIVORCE CasE. 


The Politician and Railroad Man Saed by 
His Wife for a Divorce on the Ground of 
Desertion—The Case Tried Immediately 
After the Filing of the Petition — Mrs. 
O Day Granted a Decree of Divorce, 
$40,000 in Cash, the Homestead, Valued 
at $12,500, and Other Valuable Property 
—Mr. O’Day Turns Over the Property and 
Pays the Money Immediately.

SPRINGFIELD, Mo., July 26.—Last evening at 
5 o'clock, in the Circuit Court of this county, 
Sarah J. O’Day instituted divorce proceedings 
against her husband, John O'Day. Her petit 
tion, among other things, alleged that she was 
married to the defendant in Wisconsin, in 
1864, and continued to live with him till Sep- 
tember, 1885, when defendant absented him- 
self from her without legal cause. The plain 
tiff also alleged that the defendant is worth 
several hundred thousand dollars, and out of 
which she claimed alimony in the sum of $4, - 
000 and the homestead, valued at $12,500. 

A SPEEDY TRIAL. 

The Court at once took up the case, both 
parties being present, heard proof and granted 
a divorce, and further decided that the plain- 


tiff should have and recover from the defendant - 


the sum of $40,000 and the homestead, as 
prayed; and that the defendant should have 
custody of John, a minor, the youngest of two 
sons now living, and be restored to the 
rights and privileges of*a single person. 
After the decree was granted, the defendant 
at once delivered to plaintiff a deed to the 
homestead, a bill of sale of their horses and 
carriages, furniture, etc., and a check for 
$40 ,000. 
A GREAT SURPRISE. 

The divorce proceedings was a surprise to 
the community, although it has been known 
for two or three years, by a few persons here, 
that Mr. and Mrs. O’ Day were not enthusias- 
tically devoted to each other. Mr. O'Day 
is 47 years old, and bas resided 
in Springfield since 1866, having moved here 
from Wisconsin. He made $1,000,000 or more 
the past twenty years in the practice of law and 
railroad speculation. He is nov First Vice- 
President and Manager of the St. Louis & San 
Francisco Railway, and now makes his head- 
quarters in St. Louis. Mr. O Day is also chair- 
man of the Democratic State Central Commit- 
tee and well known throughout the State.

AN AMERICAN STATESMAN IN LONDON 
TALKS ABOUT HOME AFFAIRS. 


The Hon. Patrick A. Collins Offered the Seo- 
retaryship of@War—Probable Changes in 
President Cleveland’s Cabinet-—-The Lat- 
ter’s Chances for Renomination—Senator 
Hawley Thinks Blaine Will Be Nomi- 
nated. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
Lonpon, July 2%.—Congressman Patrick A. 
Collins spent several days in London during 
He then went to 
Paris and returned from there to Ireland, 
where he was given the freedom of the cities 
ot Cork and Dublin. He had a number of in- 
terviews with Irish leaguers while in Lon- 
don andalong talk with Oardinal Manning. 
In the course ot a conversation with Mr. Col- 
lins on the subject of English and American 
politics, he gave mea most interesting piece 


of news concerning Mr. Oleveland 
and his Cabinet. It has been 
reported several times in the United 


States, and always denied at Washington, that 
Mr. Oleveland desires to make some changes 
in his Cabinet which would strengthen him 
politically for the campaign. Sincethe battle- 
flag incident the President has been reported 
as being anxious to make a scrape-goat of 
Secretary of War Endicott and put him out of 
the Cabinet. Mr. Collins says that Wm. H. 
Barnum, chairman of the National Democratic 
Committee, came to him several days before 
his departure for Europe and asked him 
whether he would accept the secretaryship of 
war. Tothis Mr. Collins replied: ‘‘Mr. Bar- 
num, what lead you to suppose that I had an 
appetite for second-hand food or would wear 
second-hand clothes?’’ 
A GENUINE OFFER. 

Mr. Collins gave no further details of his 
conversation with Mr. Barnum. I asked him 
if he had any doubt about the President's de- 
siring bim to have Mr. Endicott’s place. He 
saidthathe had no information upon that 
subject beyond what Mr. Barnum said to him. 


It was plain to be seen from Mr. Collins’ man- 


ner, however, that he had no doubt ofthe 
genuineness of the offer. He saidin con- 
versation upon the general subject: ‘‘There 
was a time, perhaps, when an offer of this kind 
to me might have done Mr. Cleveland some 
political good inthe State of Massachusetts, 
but there has been no time in the history of 
his Administration when Ishould have cared 
to accept a place in the Cabinet.’’ 

Mr. Collins told me that he was out of poll 
tics absolutely. He said that there was noth- 
ing in the life at Washington to tempt any man 
who had a good business. Last winter he left 
his place in the House for six weeks, and dur- 
ing that time he made double his Congression- 
alsalary in attending to his private practice. 
He was elected against his will in the last Con- 
gressional election. To make sure that a re- 
election would not be forced upon him, he 
has moved out of his district. He showed me 
a cablegram during this conversation an- 
nouncing the purchase of a new residence in 
an overwhelmingly Republican district in Bos- 
ton. Iasked Mr. Collins what he thought of 
MR. CLEVELAND'S CHANCES FOR RENOMINA- 

TION. 

‘‘Ido not like to discuss Mr. Cleveland,“ 
hesaid, ‘‘for publication, because adverse 
oritiolam subjects one only to misconstruc- 
tion. People are fond of saying that the op- 
ponents of the President are soreheads, but I 
do not believe that he can be nominated un- 
less the situation changes in a very marked 
degree. He has done so much to get out of 
line with his party, and has madeone stupid 
political blunder after another, so that if 
he succeeds in being renominated it will be 
because the Democrats can find no one else.’’ 

What do you think of his action on the 
Ddattle- flags and his letter to the St. Louis peo- 
ple declining to visit that place?“ 

They are the most stupid blunders possi- 
bie. The St. Louis letter could not have been 
more injurious if it had been prepared by his 
most bitter enemy.

Cong Sing isa prisoner from 
St. Louls, having been paroled in Baptiste’s 
custody, awaiting the demand for his evidence 
in St. Louis in September.

Tom Lee is a deputy sheriff and 
is said to be the wealthiest man in the Chinese 
colony, owning the store the Celestials trade 
in and controlling their movements as agent 
of the Six Companies of San Francisco. Louis 
Johnson gained the enmity of Ju Chung, 


Chyo Chiagek, Cong Sing, Chyo Goom, Chyo 
Pock, Hock Siagk, Pock Sig and Yuo Sing 
in St. Louis and it was decided 


to put him to death. A conspiracy was en- 
tered into and Chyo Chiagck, Cong Sing and 
two other men were to involve Johnson in a 
quarrel and then kill him. Ju Chung started 
the trouble by assaulting Johnson, after which

THE ESCAPED CHICAGO BOODLER SUP- 
POSED TO BE IN MANITOBA... 


Mac Gives a Personal Friend the Dead Cut 
at Milwaukee—A Traveling Man Recog- 
nizes the Fugitive and Identifies Him— 
Sheriff Mattson’s Reward of $2,500 for 
His Capture—The Boodler’s Trial—Mr. 
Bipper’s Interesting Testimony. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., July 26.—Albert Chap- 
man, an old acquaintance of MeGarigle, saw 
the fugitive boodler in the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul depot in this city Sunday morning as he 


(Chapman) was about to take a 
train for Chicago. He stopped when he 
saw him, and was about to speak, but 


McGarigle, or his wonderful double, gave him 
the cut. Mr. Chapman started on, but the 
conviction that it was his old friend caused 
him to stop again and debate whether he would 
follow and insist on recognition, and while 
hesitating the suspect disappeared amid the 
crowd. At this time Mr. Chapman was not 
aware of McGarigie’s escape, a fact which he 
only learned after being in Chicago some time. 
There he stated, in the presence of several 
people, that it was his old acquaintance, 
McGarigle, whom he saw at the St. Paul 
depot. 
ANOTHER MAN SEES HIM. 

Another man who saw McGarigle, or his mys- 
terious double, was Timothy J. Hadly, a 
traveling man from Lynn, Mass., who was 
also atthe depot. Hadly did not know the 
boodler, but overheard two rough-looking 
men talking about a gentleman with asmall 
satchel, who was passing. Oneofthem said 
it was ‘‘MoGarigle, the boss boodler of them 
all.“ His companion seemed incredulous, 


but the first oo continued: Tes, it is. 
I know him. I worked for him in Chicago and 
I know his old man here and his brother, the 
Alderman.’’ 

Mr. Hadly’s curiosity was excited and, as he 
expressed it, I wanted to see this dandy 
boodler,’’ and followed him down the plat- 
form. ‘‘When he perceived I was watching 
him, he gave me a quick glance over his 
shoulder and started off. Then he turned 
around and walked toward me, eyeing me in 
avery embarrassing manner. I thought he 
was out on bail or something of that sort, and 
BO, not to annoy im turned 
away. I think McGarigle sized me up 
for some Chicago business man, who wasn't 
sure of his identity. His walking back ang 
looking me in the eyes was a very nervy bluff. 
I wastoo much annoyed by the incident to 
see what train he took, if any. 

When shown a recent photograph of Mr. 
MecGarizle, Mr. Hadly said: I'm sure that 
is the man who looked me out of counte- 
nance.’’ 

GONP TO MANITOBA. 

Later advices confirm an impression pre- 
valling here among posted people that 
Chicago’s fugitive resumed his journey 
north on unday morning; that he 
crossed the border late Monday night, and is 
now in Manitoba. McGarigie’s father, two 
brothers and a brother-in-law, reside here,

where he had friends he could trust, especially 
as there was only one train he could possibly 
take, and that train would fetch him here.’’

WASHINGTON NEWS. 


An Important Land Decision—New Post- 
masters Appointed—No Jurisdiction. 


WASHINGTON, D. O., July 26.—Some weeks 
ago the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office received a letter from A. F. Clapper, a 
settler in Eastern Colorado, representing 


that that section ofthe country ‘‘was in the 
midst of a drouth with no signs of crops; that 
settiers were leaving the land to 
hunt for work,“ ete., and asking whether 
such enforced absence would myers their 
claims when final proof is made. To this in- 
quiry. the commissioner replied in substance 
that such absence would not jeopardize their 
claims, but that settlers who are obliged to 
leave On account of such drouth should be 

rep to account for thelr absence from 
his cause, when tinal prooi is made, and 
that in such cases proof should not be offered 
until the law has been fully complied with 
after their return to the land. Letters 
have since been received by the Commis- 
sioner from the same section, showing the 
reverse of Mr. Clapper’s statement to be the 
truth; that everyth ng is looking splendidly, 
‘*with plenty of rain, etc. 

In response to one of these letters, the Com- 
missioner says: I simply advised Mr. Clap- 
per of the law upon a given state 
of ‘facts, and of the disposition of 
this office to be kind and lenient to bona- 
fide, honest settlers. Such advice 
would not warrant any one in leav- 
ing his land who had represented or 
acting upon a misrepresentation of the facts. 
Should the facts prove to be other and differ- 
ent from the representations made by ° 
Clapper, the leaving would be considered an 
abandonment,’’

SAMOAN LANDS. 


The Real Object of sir John Thurston’s Visit 
to This Country. 


NEW YORK, July 26.—A Washington special 
to the Post says: ‘‘It is ascertained that the 
object of the visit of Sir John Thurs- 
ton, Governor of the Fiji Islands, is to 


confer with the State Department on some 
features of the affairs in the Samoan Islands 


in which civilized countries have a 
common interest. It is by virtue 
of his position as Special Commissioner 


to Samoa, and not because he is Governor of 
the Fiji Islands that he had special knowledge 
with respect to Samoan affairs. He is now on 
his way to England to confer with the 
Foreign Office as to Samoa, and to make a per- 
sonal report. The one subject in which the 
three countries, the United States, Great 
Britain and Germany have a common interest is 
in the titlestothe lands. Large tracts have 
been sold by the natives to foreigners (75,000 
acres having been sold in one body to 
Germans) at very low prices, in some in- 
stances for not more than 51 an acre. The 
consideration bas often been ammunition and 
articles of barter, but the title to the 
lands, owing to the communistic system in 
which families eo live, are not clear 
There has been a disposition to postpone the 
evil day, and as foreign countries, rivals 
to each other, are constantly ——ů— 
larger possessions in the islands, it is deeme 
ofimportance that there should be some ad- 
ustment of the difficulties. So great have 
een the complications that the natives 
have been forbidden by the Samoan Govern- 
ment to sell their lands, but they have not 
strictly obeyed this order. The United States, 
if it is desired to retain the advantages 
which it now has in Samoa, will be obliged 
soon to renew the treaty with that Govern- 
ment, the present treaty, which was the first 
which Samoa ever negotiated with any 
Government, will expire on July 3, 1888. Itis 
not probabie that Sir John Thurston is anxious 
to assist our Government to secure the nego- 
tiations of a new treaty; but Great Brit- 
tain and Germany will, undoubtedly, co-op- 
erate to improve the basis of the development 
0 commerce by ° coming to 
some understanding as to land 
titles, and it is admitted by those 
who have visited the islands that the Govern- 
mentof Samoa will do whatever the great 
Governments named will unite in asking it 
do. 


A MYSTERIOUS CASE. 


Alleged Poisoning of a Young Girl by Her 
Father’s Mistress. 


MALDEN, Mass,, July 26.—There is consider- 
able excitement here, occasioned by a strange 
story printed in a Jacksonville, Fla., paper, to

tim of foul play by a woman who accompanied 
her. Itis said the girl was poisoned by her 
father’s mistress, the latter hoping 
to gain more influence over the father.

THE BROADWAY BILL 


TO EXTEND A FRANCHISE FOR A TERM OF 
FIFTY YEARS.. 


Democratic Officials Say Its Republican Sup- 
port is in Acknowledgment of Liberal 
Campaign Contributions—More Contracts 
for Sprinkling the Streets Let by the 
Board To-Day — Preparing to Sprinkle

to-night. Under the alias of House Bill No. 
255 this measure was vetoed by Mayor Francis 
during the session of the last Municipal As- 
sembly. It is a proposition to extend the 
franchise ofthe St. Louis Railroad Company 
which operates the Broadway line for a term 
of fifty years from the passage of the 
ordinance. The bill has passed the House 
and is now in the Council, where it has de- 
veloped a character of support that is usually 
not loaned to such pieces of legislation. The 
Democrats say that the bill is supported by 
the Republican members because President 
Peper is a liberal contributor to the Re- 
publican campaign fund. Whatever may 
be the reason for urging the passage 
of this and similar bills, the conduct 
of the Councilmen and Delegates stands 
in queer contrast with the sentiments on the 
sale of franchise as suggested through the 
POsT-DISPATCH by the handsome results in 
New York City last month. The franchise of 
the St. Louis Railroad Company was renewed 
in 1883 on terms very favorable to the com- 
pany, and approved of March 27, 188, by 


Mayor Ewing. The renewal was for a term of 
thirty years from the above date. 
The road is about to issue bonds 


now and it is argued that fifty years 


bonds can be disposed of with so much better 
advantage that the Municipal Assembly is 
asked to extend the franchise for a term of 
fifty years not counting the four years that 
have elapsed since the grant of the renewal of 
1883. Legislatively the point is come at in this 
way. A bill has been introduced in the House 
amending section 3 of the ordinance of 1883 
which fixes the period at thirty years. 

The first section of the amendatory ordin 
ance is rather apologeticin itstone. It says: 
Whereas, the St. uis Railway Company, 
by reason of the great length of its line, will 
be obliged to incur extraordinary expense in 
the reconstruction of the streets and in the 
change of its motive power for the further ac- 
commodation of the public, for which said 
company will be obliged to increase its capital 
stock and issue a large bonded indebtedness, 
which can be disposed of to better advantage, 
and its burdens lessened ifthe term of its 
franchise be extended; therefore section 3, of 
Ordinance No. 12,477, approved March 27, 1888, 
is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

SECTION 8. In consideration of the rights 
and privileges granted by this ordinance to 
the St. Louis Railroad Company, its succes- 
sors and assigns, said company agrees to and 
shall pay into the treasury ofthe city of St. 
Louis on the first days of Jaly and January in 
euch year, beginning with the firat day of 
Julv, A. D. 1887, to and including the year A. 
D. 1903, the sum of twothousand, five hundred 
dollars ($2,500), and for each and every year 
after the year A. D. 1903, to 
and including the 2 A. D. 1918, 
the sum of four thousand dollars ($4,000), on 
first daysof July and January in each year, 
and for each and every year after the year 
A. D. 1913, until the expiration of the time for 
which the rightsand privileges are hereby 
granted by this ordinance, the sum of five 
thousand dollars ($5,000), on the first days of 
July and Janu@y in each of said years, which 
amounts of money shall be in addition to 
all taxes as now or that shall hereafter 
be prescribed by law. This ordinance shaly 
be and remainin force and effect for the 
term of flity years from and after the date of 
its approval. Any failure on the part of said 
company or its successors or assignees, to pay 
any installment of money herein provided to 
be paid into the treasury of the city of St. 
Louis within sixty days after the same be- 
comes due and payable, shall render this or- 
dinance null and void.“ 

This ordinance shall be null and void unless 
the said St. Louis Railroad Company shall, 
within thirty days after the approval thereof 
by the Mayor of the city of St. uis, file with 
the City Register its written acceptance of all 
the terms and conditions thereof.’’ 

This billwas given its first reading in the 
Council June 8. It was referred to the Com- 
mittee on Railroads June th, and reported 
back to the Council July 2 by Chairman 
Rohan, who had signed Councilman Bell's 
name by telegraphic permission. Council- 
man O'Malley, who had a short and unsatis- 
factory interview with President Peper just 
outside the doorof the Council chamber last 
Saturday morning refused to support the bill 
as requested then, and is now opposed to the 
measure. He has not yet announced his 
grounds. The Broadway line is valuable 
property, into which the lobbyists have failed 
to get their fingers as the company seems able 
to engineer very successfully for itself at the 
City Hall. One argument used against the 
billis that it is an injustice to the (Qitizens 
line, which pays $10,000 nuall 
to the city and operates within 
one-eighth of the same length of tracks, while 
since January, 1885, its business, it is claimed, 
has been $180,000 behind that of the Broadway 
line. The argument that the Municipal As- 
sembly is giving away the most valuable fran- 
chise in the city for twenty-four years for a 
song seems to have no weight. In the Council 
an amendment will be argued to-night to 
compel the Broadway company to allow all 
other roads to use portions of its tracks for a 
fair compensation. This proposed amend- 
mentand the increase of the figures by $1,000 
are the only changes made since the last veto 
of the bill by the Mayor.

Panis, July 8.—To-morrow there will begin 
atthe Tribunal de la Seine the trial of a man 
whose extraordinary career of crime and 
romance reads more like one of Eugene Sue’s 
sensational novels than the mere vulgar hum 
drum history of an ordinary assassin. The 
name Of Pranzini, the prisoner accused of the 
fearful. triple murder committed in the 
Rue Montaigne in the early hours of the 
17th of March, is on everybody's lips, and 
for the nonce at any rate this remarkable

specimen of the international criminal has 
completely superseded Gen. Boulanger as the 
all-absorbing subject of popular interest. 

Pranzini was born of Italian parents in 1856, 
at Alexandria (Egypt), which is probably one 
of the greatest hot-beds of vice in the Levant. 
At the age of 18 he obtained employment at 
Cairo in the General Post-office, the subaltern 
employes of which, being incredibly under- 
paid, notoriously resort to unclean methods 
of increasing their income. In the early part 
of 1879 he was summarily discharged for steal- 
ing the contents of letters, and was sentenced 
to a year’s imprisonment for the offense. 
However, in such a country as Egypt 
but little attention is paid to offenses 
of so petty a nature, and as soon as he 
left prison he found no difficulty 
in becoming the business agent at Cairo of 
several important houses of business at Alex- 
andria. For some reason or other he found it 
prudent to leave Egypt for a time, and after 
hanging about the various Turkish ports on 
the Mediterranean he finally made his way to 
Odessa, where he entered the service of the 
late Gen. Skobeleff as courier. Sent by the 
General to accompany his mother on her jour- 
ney from Bulgaria to Russia, he disappeared 
from the scene simultaneously with the old 
lady’s mysterious murder by the General’s 
aide-de-camp,and made use of the large sum of

THE POINTS OF THE INDICTMENT. 
Although the evidence against Pranzini is of 
a purely circumstantial nature, yet the follow- 
ing points thereof are so strong that his con- 
viction is amatter of certainty. In the first 
place he was found at Marseilles with the dead 
woman's jewelry; second, the purchase of a 
peculiarly shaped knife two days before the 
crime; third, the purchase of a false beard on 
the afternoon of March 17; fourth, an immense 
and deep scratch on the thigh, evi- 
dentl inflicted by the victim on her 
nake assassin when in her death 
throes; fifth, traces of blood on his 
clothes; sixth, his attempt to commit suicide 
when arrested; seventh, the discovery of the

LATE GERARD B. ALLEN.

A Document That Will Be Read With General 
Interest — Affectionate Allusion to the 
Widow—Recognition of the Son George's 
Valuable Services—Faithful Employes 
Rewarded—A Long List of Charitable 
Bequests Irrespective of Creed—Leégacies 
to Friends. 


The will of the late Gerard B. Allen, bearing 
date June 11, 1887, was witnessed by Clifford 
B. Allen and Joseph G. Holliday. It was read 
to the family last evening, and to-day the 
Por- Disraron places it before its readers. 
The opening clause is as follows: 


‘‘Inasmuch as my dear wife Eugenia, by an 
ante-nuptial contract entered into with we, re- 
tained the ownership of ail the property 
to her belonging before our marriage, aud in 
which said contract I conveyed to ber, for her 
gole use and benefit, in consideration of her 
relinquishment of dower in and to every por- 
tion of my estate which she might otherwise 
have by said marriage, certain property, 
the revenues from which in addi- 
tion to the revenues from her 
own property will be ample to enable her to 
live independently, therefore I do not deem it 
necessary to make any further provision for 
ber supvort; yet in kindly and affectionate re- 
membrance of her affection and faithfulness 
to me and in evidence of my sappres 
ciation of the additional happiness my 
married life has given me, I desire 
to make some additional provision for her 
comfort, and as my children, Taylor Alien, 
Mary Frances Crane, George L. Allen and 
Grace Allen Dickson have none but myself 
from whom to receive aid, it is 
my wish to make provision for 
them respectively and secure them during 
their natural lives against accident or 
misfortune so far as practicable, and as it is 
my wish also to make certain provisions for 
friendly and charitable purposes, I devise and 
bequeath as follows: 

PERSONAL BEQUESTS. 

To my beloved wife my household furniture, 
carriages, horses and all personal property in 
the house, except the library books, the wines 
and liquors and the several complimentary 
presents of gold and silver and pictures given 
to me by my kind friends from time to time.

The will has been copied, but it will not be 
admitted to probate until the signature of an 
absent witness has been obtained, and for that 
purpose it will be sent on East.

The Secretary of the Forty-First Lilinois As- 
sociation Talks About the Encampment. 


E. T. Lee of Cerro Gordo, III., Secretary of 
the Forty-first Illinois Association, ts at the 
Laclede. Mr. Lee is in the city to secure quar- 
ters for the Association of veterans he repre- 
sents, Morgan Post, 208, G. A. R., Iiliopolis, 
III., and Cerro Gordo Post, 210, G. A. R., Cerro 
Gordo, III., tor the encampment. 


‘*You will see the largest number of sol- 
diers here during the encampment,’’ he said, 
that have been seen on the Mississippi since 
the siege of Vicksburg. It will be the largest 
gathering of veterans there has been during 
the war, and there will be no larger after- 
ward, for the encampment will never be 
so centrally located, and the soldiers are 
rapidly passing away. You have no idea of 
the number of veterans there are within a day's 
ride of St. Louis.

RACE PREJUDICE. 


The Excitement in Georgia Over the Glen 
Bill—Indignatién Meetings. 


ATLANTA, Ga., July %2%.—The excitement 
caused by the introduction of the Glen bill in 
the Legislature is unabated and grows every 
day. Mr. Glen says that the sentiment of the 
people of Georgia ie strongly in favor of his 
bill, but he fears opposition from some of the 
politicians, who will, it is thought, oppose 
the bill in order not to be subjected to cen- 


sure or criticism from the North. 
Ine measure,’’ Mr. Glen says, is both 
timely and wise. All of our race problems 
should be settled now, and not left to embar- 
rass Other generations. Then it may be a 
matter of Impossibility, and unless we legis- 
late now the next generation may not have it 
in their power to enact the laws necessary to 
forever separate the white and black races. 
Do od not think the race prejudice will 
eventually be overcome?’’ 
Never. It is a natural 22 and itis 
foolish to try to overcome by legislation any- 
thing that is repugnant to human nature.’’ 
‘‘Why does your bill hit at schools more 
than anything else?’’ 
**Because they have been brought by the re- 
port of the Board of Visitors directly to the 
attention of the public. Another reason is 
that looking after the children is the 
most important of all things to be done 
at present. There can be no estimate of 
the evils that will rise from the 
commingling ofthe races at young and im- 
pressible ages, in unrestricted intercourse, 
each imbibing the worst ideas of the other.

against such a bill. Indignation meetings 
have been held and have been largely at- 
tended. Speeches were made at these meet- 
ings by the most prominent colored men in 
the county, and resolutions were drafted; 
showing the sense ofthe meetings. Atone of 
them a memorial to the Legisiature was pre- 
pared and signed by over 800 colored citi- 
zens. This memorial asked the Legislature 
not to allow the passage of the bill.

ARTICLES FOR THE INTERNATIONAL PRIZE 
FIGHT SIGNED TO-DAY IN LONDON. 


The Great Ring Contest to Take Place on 
January 3 Next, in Spain, Within 100 
Miles of Madrid—Incidents of the Meet- 
ing—Smith Hopes He Will Get a Good 
Fight Now—History of the Grand Circuit 
—Sporting News in General—Base Ball 
Clips and Chips. 


LONDON, July 26.—The articles for the prize 
fight between Jake Kilrain of America and 


Jem Smith of England were signed at 12:30 


o’clock to-day in the office of the Sporting 
Life. Richard K. Fox, Mr. Burke, Bob Sab- 
bigan, Jack Harper, Arthur Bribane and sev- 
eral others were present. According to the 
agreementthe encounter will take place in 
Spain on the 3d day of January next, 
within one hundred miles of Madrid. Mr. 
Atkinson, editor of the Sporting Life, con- 
ducted the arrangements. Both sides paid the 
deposits, and a date was fixed for future pay- 
ments. Smith was the first to sign the papers, 
the act evidently costing him considerable ef- 
fort. Mr. Fox then signed for Kilrain, Mr. 
Burke witnessing the signature. Mr. Atkin- 
son said Smith had never had a good fight yet, 
but wanted it, and Smith rejoined, I hope to 
get it now. 

Matton will train Kilrain, while Jemmy 
House will take Smith in charge. Smith and 
Kilrain willeach appoint an umpire, who in 


turn will selecta referee. Only fifty specta- 
tors of the fight will be allowed. The battle 
ground will be selected by mutual agreement. 
The hght will take place some time between 4 
in the morning and 4 in the evening.

The 
count had been very liberal, yet when the dial 
of the calendar recorded 2,700 the captain 
said: ‘‘Ican’ttake another one. I’ve got all 
the law allows me to carry. The wharf-boat 
end was crowded when he said that; mothers 
and children were streaming down the levee. 
The faces of the ladies and gentlemen who 
stood about the gaug-plank fell. They had 
stood there smiling so pleasantly for an 
hour, welcoming the mothers and chi- 
dren. They could not look upon 
that crowd of disappointment and smile. 
What could they do? The inspectors who had 
placed the limit on the boat’s carrying capac- 
ity were right.
